NEW ALASKAN RAILWAY. 

Progress of Work on Council City mi l 
Solomon River Line. 

So much progress lias been made by 
the Western Alaska Construction Com¬ 
pany in building the Council City A 
Solomon River railroad that the opera¬ 
tion of the road and the rapid up¬ 
building of the country through which 
; it runs has become a mutter of gen- 
, oral interest, says the New York Times. 

Many enterprising Americans are nl- 
; j ready taking advantage of the opening 
up of tlie Sewaril peninsula. 

Interest in the new Alaskan railroad 
is far from being confined to finan¬ 
cial circles. In fact, there is no stock 
for sale, and the money which Is being 
usihI lias all been subscriber! by the 
directors and their friends so that tlie 
company is rather a close corporation. 

On June 19 lighters from the steam¬ 
er carrying the first supplies landed 
a. the mouth of the Solomon river and 
on that day J. Warren Dickson, vice 
president and general manager, turni>d 
the soil to mark the beginning of the 
: first standard gauge railroad in Alaska. 

. Within two months from that date 
j i eight miles of road was in operation; 

' the latest reports indicate that over 
twelve miles have now been complet- 
t eil. 

The line is to extend from the moutll 
. of the Solomon river, where tlie town 
I of Dickson Is located, to Connell City. 

1 fifty-one miles northeast from the 
course of the river. Dickson is east of 
I Nome and boats ply dally between the 
two coast towns. Nome has no harbor 
and steamers cannot find shelter there. 
At Dickson there is a harbor or lagoon 
r protected by a long spit of land and a 
, strong dock has been built, so that 
lighters from the steamers can come 
to the dock and unload directly into the 
t waiting freight cars. 

It ts believed that the entire fifty- 
, one miles of road will be completed 
i by the end of this year or in the early 
, Part of next year, for the construction 
, work will now progress much more 
’ rapidly. The men wore handicapped at 
Hist by in utficient supplies, due to tlie 
j fact that tlie traffic from Seattle to 
f Nome has been t o heavy for the steam¬ 
ers to carry. The total cost of the 
railroad will he met from the proceeds 
r of the stock issue already made. No 
i bonds have been Issued. The plans 
of the company involve the construc¬ 


tion of some hundreds of miles of 
road, gridironing the entire peninsula 
hut for the present tlie Council City & 
Solomon River railroad is absorl’dm, 
every attention. Council City is iu 
tlie center of a rich mining district. 
Hundreds of tons of supplies ordered 
J by the mining camps have been held 
S for shipment, pending tlie completion 
i of the railroad. 

How important the railroad will 
prove is shown by the methods previ¬ 
ously employed for hauling freight. i u 
summer dogs and sleds have a’lways 
been used. In winter teams of horses 
pulled trucks the entire fifty-one miles, 
and for a roadway used tlie bed of the 
Solomon river, pulling through the shal¬ 
low water. One team could haul 1,5; o 
pounds, and the charge was $25 a day. 
A single mine owner in Council City 
complained that his freight hills for 
one season reached $0,000, and added 
that two-thirds of this would be saved 
when the new railroad was completed. 

Many mines, too, will be opened in 
and around Council City. The gold 
which has been sifted from the river 
sands near the coast is only an indica¬ 
tion of the gold quartz in the Interior. 
The first stamp mills in Alaska have 
been established by Thomas Lane ten 
mi’es inland on the new railroad.

The history of Panama is one long i 1 
record of conquests and revolutions. 1 
In 1517 the Spaniards went in search 
of Panama, which they had heard the 1 
Indians mention frequently. They ex- ! 
pected to see a city of gorgeous pal- 1 
aces, with roofs and pillars of solid 
gold. They found a little fishing vil- 1 
lage, n cluster of palm-thatched lints 
under the tropical sky, on the broad, 
white beach of the Pacific. They 
learned then that Panama, In the In¬ 
dian language, signifies "place where 
many fish are taken.” Rut the dusky 
hosts hud strings of fine pearls, mid in 
sixty years Panama became the most 
Important city in America. A stream 
of treasures from Pent, Mexico, Guat¬ 
emala and Honduras poured into the 
storehouses, to await tlie sailing of tiie 
royal treasuro ships for Spain.

Tiie city of Panama is the capital or 
the state of Panama, situated on the
